House of Representatives, Boise, Idaho, January 5, 1903. 

The hour of 12 o’clock M. having arrived, the House was called to order 
by Mary A. Wright, Chief Clerk of the House of Representatives of 
the Sixth Session of the Legislature of the State of Idaho. 

Hon, C. J. Bassett, Secretary of State, delivered the Chief Clerk the 
following certificate:

The Cnief Clerk appointed a committee of three, consisting of Werner 
of Ada County, Moore of Idaho County and Moore of Fremont County 
to wait upon the Chief Justice and request that he attend upon the 
House and administer the oath of office to the members-elect. 

The committee retired and returned with Chief Justice Sullivan, who 
administered the oath of office to all the members-elect. 

The Chief Clerk announced that the election of Speaker was now in 
order. Whereupon Jenkins of Latah County nominated James F. Hunt 
of Bannock county, and Moore of Idaho County nominated Perry W. 
Mitchell of Idaho County. 

Brunzell of Owyhee County seconded the nomination of Hunt and 
Fitzpatrick of Custer seconded the nomination of Mitchell. 

The roll was called with the following result: 

Total number of votes cast 46; Hunt received 35, and Mitchell 11. Hunt 
having received a majority of all votes cast was declared elected 
Speaker of the House of Representatives of the Seventh Session of the 
Legislature of the State of Idaho. 

The Chief Clerk appointed the committee of three, consisting of Peid 
of Kootenai, Jensen of Bannock and Jenkins of Latah, to escort the 
Speaker to the chair. 

The Speaker announced that it was now in order to elect a Chiet 
Clerk, whereupon Owens of Bingham nominated Robt. M. McCracken 
of Bingham and Moore of Idaho nominated M. S. Parker of Canyon. 
Pyke of Fremont seconded McCracken’s nomination and Fitzpatrick of 
Custer seconded Parker’s nomination. The roll was called with the 
following result: Total No. of votes cast 46; McCracken received 35 
and Parker 11. 

McCracken having received a majority of all votes cast was declared 
elected Chief Clerk.

House of Representatives, Boise, Idaho, January 6, 1903. 

House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Speaker in the chair. 

Prayer by Chaplain. 

Journal read and approved. 

Moore of Idaho moved that the Speaker appoint a committee of six 
of whom the Speaker shall be chairman to devise rules for the govern- 
ment of the House and that until said committee reports and their report 
be adopted the rules of the Sixth Session be the rules of the House. 

Carried. 

The Speakcr appointed as such committee Moore of Idaho, Werner 
of Ada, enkins of Latah, Preston of Oneida, and Mathewson of Lemhi. 

Moore of Fremont moved that a committee of three be appointed to 
wait upon the Governor and ascertain if hea has any communication to 
deliver to this body. 

Carried. 

The Speaker appointed the following committee: 

Moore of Fremont, Mitchell of Idaho, and Dilatush of tinoolts Commit- 
tee retired and returned with the report that the Governor would com- 
municate immediately. a 

Anderson of Shoshone moved that a committee be appointed to wait 
upon the Senate and notify that body that the House is now organized 
and ready to receive any communication.

Speaker appointed the following committee: Thomas of Nez Perce, 
Willis of Elmore, and Keech of Bear Lake. 

The committee retired and returnad and reported that they had obeyed 
instructions,

tance she rendered in the organization of the House of Representatives 
of the Seventh Session.

Jensen moved that there be a requisition made upon the Recs tay 
of Stata for necessary stationery for the members. 

Carried. 

Hillier moved that a committee of three be appointed to devise a 
method of selecting seats for the members but the formers of the Idaho 
Legislature also the following named members, Mr. Galloway, Mr. Hil- 
lier, Mr. Steele, Mr. Farrell, Mr. Burke, Mr. Brunzell and Mr. Peed, be 
permitted td first choose their seats.

The Speaker appointed the following committee: Hillier of Bear Lake, 
Riblett of Cassia and Flint of Kootenai. 

Steele of Kootenai moved that a committe of three be appointed ‘ta 
act with a Senate committee on joint rules.

Brunzell of Owyhee moved that the Sergeant-at-Arms be authorized to 
appoint an assistant when he deems such assistant necassary, which 
motion was seconded by Pyke of Fremont.

I desire to congratulate you upon the expedition with which 
you effected your organization and to express the hope that the Session 
may be equally happy in accomplishing results, 

I shall be pleased to communicate my message at 2 o'clock p. m. of 
this day. .

The Committee on Rules submitted the following report: 

Rules of the House of Representatives: ` 

1. The Speaker shall take the chair at the time to which the House 
stands adjourned, and the House shall then be called to order, and after 
prayer by the Chaplain, the roll of the members called and the names 
of tha abSentées shall be entered upon the journal of the House. 

2. Upon the appearance of a quorum the journal of the preceding day 
shall be read by the Clerk and any mistakes therein shall be corrected 
by the House 5 

3. One-third of the members present may order a call of the House 
and cause absent members to be sent for, but a call must not- be made 
after voting has commenced. A call being moved, the Speaker shall re-. 
quire those desiring the “call” to rise, and if one-third of the members 
shall rise the call shall be ordered. The call being ordered, the Sergeant- 
at-Arms shall close the door and no member shall be allowed to leave 
the room except by unanimous consent. The Clerk shall call the roll 
and furnish the Sergeant-at-Arms with a list of those members that are 
absent without leave, and that officer shall proceed forhwith to find and 
bring in such absentees. While the House is under call no business shall 
be transacted except to receive and act upon the report of the Sergeant- 
at-Arms. And no motion shall be in order except a motion-to suspend 
further proceedings under the call, which shall require a majority of 
the members present. Upon the report of the Sergeant-at-Arms show- . 
ing that all tha members who were. absent without leave, naming them, 
are present, the call shall be at an end, and the doors shall be opened, 
and the business or motion pending at the time the call’ was made shall 
ba proceeded with. 

4. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum and decide queeEens 
of order, except to an appeal to the House. - 

5. Tha Speaker shall vote upon all questions taken by ayes and nays 
(except on appeals from his own decision). 

6. When the House adjourns the members Shall keep their seats until 
the Speaker announces the adjournment. 

T. Every member previous to his speaking, shall rise from his seat 
and respectfully address the Speaker, and remain standing in his place . 
before proceeding to speak until he is recognized by the chair. 

8 When two or mora members shall rise at once the Speaker shall 
designate the member who is first to speak, but in all cases the member 
making the motion or the chairman of the committee making the report 
which is under consideration,,shall have the privilege of opening and 
closing the debate thereon. 

# 
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9. No member shall speak nre than twice on the same subject, nor 
shall any member occupy the floor for longer than one hour at any time 
without leave of the House, nor shall any member speak more than once, 
except for explanation, until avery member Snore to speak on the 
subject, shall have spoken. 

_ 10. No motion shall be debated, or put unless fhe: same be seconded; . 
it shall be stated by the Speaker before the debate, and any such motion . 
or any amendment shall be reduced to writing if ae Speaker or any 
member desires it. 

11, After a motion shall have been stated by the Speaker, it shall be 
deemed to be in possession of the House, but may be withdrawn at ` 
any time by the consent of the House before amendment or decision; 
but all motions, resolutions and amendments shall be entered upon the 
journal, whether rejacted or adopted. 

12. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received but 
to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone 
to a day certain, to commit, to amend, to postpone indefinitely; which 
several motions shall have precedemce in the order in which they stand 
arranged. 

13. A motion to adjourn shah ulways be in order, except when a mem- 
ber is addressing the Chair or a vote is being taken, as provided in 
Rule 3. 

14. (1) There shall be a motion for the previous question, which being 
ordered by a majority of the members present, if a quorum, shall have 
the effect to cut off all debate, and bring the House to a direct vote upon 
the pending question. It shall lhe in order, pending he motion for, or 
after the previous question shall have been ordered on its passage, for 
the Speaker to entertain and submit a motion to commit, with or with- 
out instructions, to a standing or select committee. 

(2) A call of the House shall not be in order after the previous ques- 
tion is ordered, unless it shall appear on an actual count by the Speaker, 
that a quorum is not present. 

15. When the previous question is decided in the neratiye. it shall 
leave the main question under debate for the residue of the sitting, un- 
less sooner disposed of by taking the question, or in some other man- 
ner. 

16. All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is, made 
for the previous question during the pending of such motion or after the 
House shall have determined that the main question shall now be put, . 
shall be decided, whether an appeal or otherwise, without debate. 

17. Petitions, memorials and other papers addressed to the House shall 
be presented by the Speaker or by a member in his place. 

18 Every member present within the bar of the House shall vote ‘on 
any question put, unless excused by the House. 

19. ‘When the Speaker is putting the question‘no member shall walk 
out or across the hall; nor leave during the roll call; nor when a mem- 
ber is speaking shall any person entertain any private discourse or pass 
between him and the Chair, 

20. Ifa question in debate contains several points, the House may 
order tha same divided. 

21. A member called to order shall immediately sit down, unless per-. 
mitted to explain, and the House if appealed to, shall decide the case. 
If there be no appeal the decision of the Chair shall be submitted to. 
On an appeal no member shall speak more than twice without leave of 
the House; nor more than ten miutes at each time. "When a member 
is called to order for offensive language there shall be no debate. 

22, Every bill and joint resolution shall be introduced on the report of 
a committee, or on a call for bills and joint resolutions, or by a motion 
for leava. 

23%. Every bill before being introduced shall have endorsed thereon 
the title of the same, and every bill or resolution shall have thereon the 
name of the member Introducing it, and when introduced by a commit- 
tee the name of such committee shall be endorsed thereon. 
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24, No law shall be passed except by bill, nor shall any title be. put 
upon its final passage until the same, with the amendments thereto, 
shall havé been printed for the use of. the members; nor shall any bill 
become a law unless the same shall have been read on three several days - I 
in the House previous to the final yote thereon: Provided, In case of ur- 
gency two-thirds of the House may, upon a, vote of yeas and nays, dis- 
pense with this provision, On, the final passage of all bills they shall. þe 
read at length section by section, and the vote shall be by yeas. and 
nays upon each bill separately, and shall be entered upon the journal, 
and no bill shall become a law without the concurrence of a majority of 
the members present. 

25. All bills, memorials, orders and resolutions requiring the approval 
of the Governor, shall,» safter a second ‘reading, be ‘referred by the 
Speake to their appropriate committees, unless’ otherwise ordered by 
the house. When any such bill, memorial, order or resolution shall have . 
been reported upon by such committee, it shall be immediately referred 
to the Committee on Printing and ordered printed, unless it shall be laid 
on the table or indefinitely postponed. If tha same shall have been re- 
ported without amendment it shall pass to the third reading, unless 
otherwise ordered; if with amendments, thay shall go to the Committee 
of the Whole of the House. ` 

26. All- bills shall be properly engrossed before. their final passage. 

27. The final question after consideration in Committee of the Whole ` 
of a bill or other paper originating in the House shall be, “Shall it be: 
ordered engrossed and passed to a third reading?” and upon every such . 
bill or paper originating in the Senate: “Shall it be read. a third time?’ 

28. No amendments shall be received on the third reading, but all 
bills and resolutions may be recommitted at any time DEEN IOUe: to their 
passage. 

29. No motion or proposition on a a subject different irai that Sanden 
consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment; no bill or 
resolution shall at any time be amended by annexjng thereto, or incor- 
porating therewith, any other bill or resolution panding before the House. 

30. In forming a Committee of the Whole Housa the Speaker shall, 
appoint a Chairman to preside. maa 

31. Bill committed to the Committee of the Whole House shall 
be first read through, unless the committee shall otherwise order, -and 
then read and debated by section, leaving the title to be last considered; 
all amendments shall be noted. in writing and reported to the House by 
he Chairman. 

32. (1) All questions, ane in committee or in the House, shall be 
put in the order they are moved, except in the case of privileged ques- 
tions, and in filling up blanks the largest sum and the lengest time shal! 
be put first. (2)-Upon the introduction of all appropriation bills contain- 
ing more than one item or appropriation, the item or appropriation call- 
ing for the largest sum shall be placed first, and the other items followed ° 
in a diminishing scale, the smallest being placed last, in which order - 
they shall be considered by_the House or Committee of the Whole, if 
consideration be given to particular items. i 

33. A similar mode of proceeding shall be`observed with bills which 
have originated in and passed the Senate as with bills originating in the 
House, except they shall not be printed. 

34. When a motion has been made and carried or lost, it shall be in 
order for any member of the majority. on the sama or succeeding day. 
to move for. the reconsideration thereof; which motion shall not ba heard 
after such succeeding day, and such motion shall take precedence of 
all other questions, excapt the consideration of a conference report or 
a motion to adjourn; but if the motion be not made on the same day 
the member intending to move such reconsideration shall give notice oi 
such intention on the day the question to be considered is voted upon: 
Provided, That during the last ofk days of the Session the motion to 
reconsider can only be made on the same day the vote to be reconsidered 
is taken. be

3 Any member who votes on that side of a question which pre- 
vailed may be at liberty to move a reconsideration and a motion for 
reconsideration shall be decided by a majority of votes. 

36. The Rules of the House shall be observed in Committee of the 
Whole House, as far as may ba applicable, except that the “ayes and 
nays” shall not be called, the previous question enforced, nor any limi- 
tation placed upon the debate. The Committee of the Whole shall not 
consider any appeal from a decision of the Chairman, but in case a 
member is dissatisfied with any such decision, tha committee shall at 
once rise and report the question to the House for determination, when 
the ‘Speaker shall rula upon the point subject to appeal to the House, 
as in other cases. 

38%. A motion that the committee shall rise shall always be in order 
and shall be decided without debate. 

38. Standing committees shall be appointed by the Speaker as fol- 
lows: 1, Rules, 5; 2, Judiciary, 7; 3, Privileges and Elections, 5; 4, Ways 
and Means, b; 5, Mines and Mining, 5; 6, Railroads and Corporations, 7; 
7, Education, 7; 8, Agriculture and Live Stock, 5; 9, Emigration, Labor 
and Statistics, 5; 10, Public ealth, 5; 11, Public Lands, 5; 12, Irrigation 
and Water Rights, 7; 13, Roads, Bridges and Ferries, 7; 14, Military and 
Indian Affairs, 5; 15, Public Printing, 5; 16, State Affairs and Federal 
Relations and Public Debt, 5; 17, Public Buildings, 5; 18, Engrossment, 
3; 19, Enrolment, 3; 20, Journal 5; 21, Mileage, 3; 22, Appropriations, 5; 
23, Fish and Game, 5; 24, County Lines and Boundaries, 7; 25, County 
Officers, 5; 26, Insurance and Banking, 5. 

39. The first named member of each committee shall be the Chairman 
and in his absence, or having been excused in the House, the next named 
member and so on, as often as the case may happen, shall act as Chair 
man. 

40. (1) The Committee on Engrossment shall examine all bills after 
they are engrossed and report the same to the House correctly en- 
grossed before their third reading. Such Committee may report at any 
time. (2) The Committee on Journal shall examine and verify thr 
journal prior to its reading and approval, and certify the correctness 
thereof to the House. . 

41. Select committees to whom reference shail be made, shall in all 
eases, report a state of facts and their opinion to the House. 

42, The Committee on Enrollment shall examine all the House Bills 
and Joint Resolutions which have passed the two Houses and when 
reported correctly enrolled they shall be presented to the presiding offi- 
cers of the House and Senate for their signatures, and when so signed 
to the Governor for his approval. Said committee may report at any 
time. 

43. In all cases where a bill, order resolution shall be entered 
upon the journal of the House, the name of the member moving the 
same shall be entered upon the journal. 

44. The Speaker shall cause the Clerk of the House to make a lis! 
of all the bills, resolutions, reports of committees, and other proceedings 
of tha House which are committed to a Committee of the Whole House 
and which are not made the order of the day for any particular day, 
and to number the same, which lst shall be called “the general order 
of the day,” and they shall be taken up in the order in which they are 
numbered, unless otherwise ordered by a majority of the House, and the 
Clerk shall also keep a book showing the situation and progress of bills. 

45. After calling the House to order, the order of business for the 
day shall be as follows: 

1. Prayer by the Chaplain. 

2. Calling of the roll. 

3. Reading of the journal. 

4, Unfinished business. 

5. Presentations of petitions and communications. 

6. Reports of standing committees. 
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7. Reports of select committees. 

8. Motions and resolutions. 

9. Introduction of bills, joint resolutions and fnemorials. 

10. Consideration‘ of messages from the Senate. 

1L First reading of Senate bill, joint resolutions and memorials, 

12. Second reading of Senate bills, joint resolutios and memorials. 

18. Third reading of the same. 

14. First reading of house bills, joint resolutions and memorials. 

15. Second reading of house bills, joint resolutions and memorials, 

16. Third reading of the same. 

17. Consideration of general orders. - 

46. Whenever the report of any committee of conference contains 
several modifications or amendments, any member may Have the same 
divided and the question of concurrence _taken separately upon each ` 
modification or amendment. 

47, When the House has arrived at the general order of the day it 
shall go into Committee of the Whole upon each order or particuar order 
designated by a vote of the House, and no other business shall be in 
order until the whole are considered and passed, or the Committee rise, 
and unless a particular bill is ordered up, the Committee of the Whole 
shall consider, act upon or pass the general order according to the 
order of their reference. 

48. The Speaker may leave the Chair and appoint a member to preside 
but not for a longer time than one‘day, except by leaya of the House. 

49. The Rules of Parliamentary Practice adopted by the House of 
Representatives of the United States shail govern the House in all 
cases to which they are applicable, and iff which they are not inconsis- 
tent with the standing rules and orders of the House and the joint rules 
and orders of the Senate and House ofRepresentatives. 

50, No rule of the Hous€ shall be suspended, altered or amended with- 
out the concurrence of a majority of the members of the House. 

51. The hour of daily meeting of the House shall be 10 o *clock in the 
forenoon until the House directs otherwise. 

52. The ayes and nays shall not be ordered tmless demanded by three 
members, except upon the final passage of bills, joint resolutions and 
memorials (except as provided in Rule 24), in which case the ayes and 
nays shall be had without any demand. 

58. In case all of the members of any committee are required or en- 
titled to report on any subject referred to them and cannot agree upon 
any report, the majority and minority may each make a special report, 
and any member dissenting in whole or in part from the reasonings and 
conclusions of both majority and minority may also present the House 
a statement of his reasonings and conclusions, and all reports, if decor- 
ous in language and respectful to the House, shall be entered at length 
on the journal. 

54. No smoking shall be allowed in the Representative chamber, gal- 
lery, or any committee room. 

55. No member or other person shall remain by the Clerk’s desk wher 
the ayes and nays are being polled. . 

56. In cases of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the lobby or 
gallery, the, Speaker or the Chairman of the Committee of the Whole 
shall have power to order the same to be cleared. 

57. No member or officer of the House, unless from illness or other 
.causes pq unable to attend, shall absent himself from the sessions of the 
House during an entire day without first having obtained leave oi 
absence, ‘and no one shall be entitled to draw pay while absent more 
than one day without Ieave. 5 

58. Neither the Chief Clerk nor his assistants shall permit any records 
or papers belonging to the House to be taken out of their custody, other- 
wise than in the regular course of business. The Chief Clerk shali report 
any missing papers to the Speaker; shall have general supervision of all 
clerical duties appertaining to the duties of the House; shall ‘perform 
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under diraction of the Speaker, all duties pertaining to the business of 
his office, and shall also keep a book showing the situation and progress 
of all bills, memoriais and joint resolutions. 

59. It shall be the duty of the Committee on State Affairs and Fed- 
eral Relations to examine into the accounts and expenditures of the 
State Auditor, State Treasurer, and ali other state officers entrusted with 
the custody or disbursement of any portion of the public moneys; to in- 
quire and report particularly, on or before the thirteenth day of the Ses- 
sion whether or not the expenditures made by each and all of such offi- 
cers are justified under the law, whether or not all claims from time to 
time satisfied and discharged by such officers are supported by sufficient 
vouchers, establishing the justice of such claims both aa to character 
and amount; whether or not all such claims have been discharged out 
of funds appropriated therefor, and whether or not all moneys have 
been disbursed in conformity. with the appropriation laws, and whether 
or not all moneys reported to be on hand are so on hani and to the 
eredit of the various funds as reported, and whether or not the notes 
bonds and securities in which any portion of the public moneys are ʻe 
ported to be invested are on hand as reported, and whether or not the 
same are proper and secure investments and securely kept. And it shal. 
be, moreover, the duty of said committee to report froin time to time 
whether any and what retrenchment can be miatle in the expenditures 
of any department or office of the State without detriment to the vublic 
service, and to report from time to time such recdrnendations and bills 
as may be necessary to add to the economy and accountability of any 
officer of the State; and said committee shall make such recommenda- 
tious as to the the investment of public moreys and the exchange u 
sale of any of the bonds or securities held by the State, as in thei. 
judgment the public interest requires. 

60. The Chairman of each standing committe? shall lay on the Clerk 
desk, to be read previous to adjournment, notice of thea time and place 
of meeting of such committee. 

€i. No one except members and attaches of the Housa shall be al- 
lowed in the committee rooms of the House, during session, except by 
permission of tha Speaker or the Chairman of the Committee then in 
session. 4 

62. Justices and Ex-Justices of the Supreme Court, the Judges and 
Ex-Judges of the District Courts, present and ex-State Officars, members 
of the present and past Legislatures of this State and Territory, State: 
Officers of other States, members of Constitutional Convention, and 
members of he United States Congress, shall be admitted to a seat upog 
the floor of the House. ; 

63. It shall be the duty of tha Standing Committee on Rules to re- 
port and recommend the adoption of any special rule when the business 
of the House seem to the committee to require it. 

64. The following* questions shall be decided without debate. To ad- 
jorn; to lay on table; to suspend rules; for tha previous question; an) 
question in regard to the order of business, extending or limiting de- 
bate, withdrawing a motion, or taking up business out of its preper order 

65. Attaches of the Housa shall not be permtted to lobby for or against 
any bill or measure pending.

JOINT RULES OF THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESEN- 
TATIVES. 

Rule I. ` = case of an amendment of a bill agreed to In one 
house and dissented from in the order, if either house shall request a 
conference and appoint a committee to confer, the other house shall 
appoint a like committee and such committee shall meet at convenient 
hour to be agreed upon by their respective chairmen and shall confer 
upon the differences between the two houses, and shall report as early 
as convenient, the result of their conference to the respective HONGER for 
their action, 

Rule TI. When a message shall be sent to either house it shall be 
announced at the door by the door-keeper and shall be respectfully 
communicated to the Chair by the person by whom it is sent. 

Rule III. Messages shall be sent by the Clerks or by such other per- 
sons as the presiding officer may select for that purpose. 

Rule IV. Notice to eifher house of action by the other shall be in 
writing and be sitgriad by the Clerk of the House from which such 
notice is conveyed. 

Rule V. After a bill shall have passed both houses it shall be enrolled 
immdliately by the Enrolling Clerk of the house in which it originated. 
When a bill is enrolled it shall be examined by the Enrolling Committee 
of the house in which it originated, which shall carefully compsre the 
enrollment With the engrossed bill as passed by the two houses, and 
after correcting any erors which may be discovered in the enrolled bill, 
make thelr report forthwith to the house in which the bill originated. 

Rule VI. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed first 
by the presiding officer of the house in which it ‘originated, then by 
the presiding officer of the other house, and lastly be submittéd to the 
Governor for his approval. The Enrolling Committee shall report the 
day of the submission to the Governor, which date shall ba carefully 
entered on the journal of the house in which the bill originated. 

Rule VII. All joint rules and memorials, after being passed, shall be 
traated in every respect as all bills, except that they shall be filed 
with the Secretary of State instead of being left with the Governor for 
his approval. 

Rule VIII. When final action shall have been taken upon any bill, 
joint ‘resolution or memorial which has been passed in one house, it 
shall be returned to the house in which it originated with an endorse- 
ment thereon by the Clerk showing a complete record of all action taken 
upon it. 

Rule IX. When a bill, joint resolution, or memorial, except in mat- 
ters pertaining to revenue or finance, shall havea been passed by one 
house and shall have been rejected by the other ft cannot again be 
introduced in the house in which it originated. 

Rule X. When both houses adhere to thelr disagreement after the 
report of the Committee of Conferance upon any bill, joint -resolution 
or meniorial, the same shall be considered lost. 

Rule XI, The Chairman of the House Committee on Printing and 
the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Printing shall constitute 
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a standing committee of two to take action on all articles proposed 
to be printed by concurrent action, and the work to be done shall be 
equally apportioned to each for reference to their respective committees 
of which they are chairmen, ` 

Rule XI. When the two houses shall meet in joint convention the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives shall preside. Such conven- 
tion shall be held in the Chamber of the House of Representatives, The 
Chief Clerk of the House of Represntatives and fhe Secretary of the 
Senate shall be the clerks of such convention, and. a record of the pro- 
ceedings shall be entered on the journals of the respective houses,

Your committee recommend that the new buillding that is now under 
construction be-completed and the plans altered to provide for a woman's 
ward, with proper sanitary appliances, 

Your committee finds that the two female Inmates of the institution 
are now practically kept in solitary confinement owing to the lack of 
corridor raom for exercise. 

When the new cell house is completed, one of the old cell houses can 
we transformed into a hospital. 

A new hot water well Is very much needed to furnish water for heat- 
ing purposes, 

The office of the Penitentiary Steward should be created for the pur- 
pose of looking after the commissary and kitchen. 

Your committee recommend that these changes be made. 

It is roughly estimated that the cost of the above improvements will

OPINION OF ATTORNEY GENERAL. 
Attorney General’s Office, State of Idaho, 

Boise, Idaho, February 7, 1903. 

Sir: Replying to your inquiry, asking if the amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Idaho, proposed by the Sixth Session of the 
Legislature was submitted to the electors of the State of Idaho in the 
manner prescribed and advertised as required by the Constitution of 
this State, will say: 

This is known as the “eight hour’ amendment and reads as follows: 
“Not more than eight (8) hours’ actual work shall constitute a lawful 
day’s work on all State and municipal works, and the Legislature shall 
pass laws to provide for the health and ‘safety of employes in factories, 
smelters, mines and ore reduction works,” 

Section 1, Article 20 of the Constitution of the State of Idaho pro- 
vides: “Any amendment or amendments to this Constitution may be 
proposed in either branch of the Legislature and, ifjthe same shall be 
agreed to by two-thirds of the members of each of the two houses, 
voting separately, such proposed amendment or dmendments, shall, 
with the yeas and nays thereon, be entered on their Journals. 

The Journals of the House and Senate show that this was done. 
The Constitution further provides: 

“And it shall be the duty of the Legislature to submit such amend- 
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ment or amendments to the electors of the State at the next general 
election.” This was not done by the Legislature. 

Continuing, the Constitution says: “And cause the same to be pub- 
lished without delay for at least six consecutive weeks, prior to said 
election, in not Jess than one newspaper of general circulation, pub- 
lished in each county.” 

The Legislature did not cause said amendment to be published for six 
consecutive weeks prior to said election. The Legislature did not au- 
thorize any person to certify the same to any newspaper or make any 
provisions for its publication or submission to the electors of the State. 
The records in Secretary of State’s office show that on the second day of 
October, 1902, 32 days before election, the Secretary of State sent the 
proposed amendment to 29 newspapers in the State and to one newspaper 
in each county in the State, with a request that they publish the same. 
There is no evidence in the Secretary of State’s office that the said 
amendment was ever published by any of sald papers, excepting the aff- 
davit of some of the printers, who claim to have published it, attached 
to their vouchers for their Dills for publishing the proposed amend- 
ment, as presented to the State of Idaho for payment. 

These affidavits show that the proposed amendment was published 
from two to four weeks, while the Constitution requires that the same 
shall be published at least six consecutive weeks prior to the election. 
From these facts it will be seen. - 

1. That the Legislature did not submit such amendment to the elect- 
ors of the State. ` 

2. The Legislature did not cause the amendment to be published for 
six consecutive weeks prior to the election. 

3. The Legislature did not authorize any one to have said amend- 
ment published. 

4. No one was guthorized by the Legislature to submit the same 
to the people or to cause it to be published. 

5. The said amendment was not published for six consecutive weeks 
prior to said election, as required by the Constitution. 

The said amendment was not, therefore, submitted to the people in 
the manner or, notice thereof published for the length of time, required 
by the Constitution of the State of Idaho.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MILITARY AND INDIAN AFFAIRS 
IN RELATION TO IDAHO SOLDIERS’ HOME. 

Mr. Speaker: We, the Committee on Military and Indian Affairs have 
‘the honor to report that in obedience to your instrutcions, we visited 
the Idaho Soldiers' Home and found the supplies, which were entirely 
new two years ago, were in a pronounced state of dilapidation. 

To bring the matter more directly to the attention of the members 
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of the House of Representatives, it should be kept in mind that the 
Home contains from about 100 to 115 inmates, and to properly prepare 
food for the inmates, who are now brought to their present state of 
disease and suffering, through their devotion to, and in defense, of their 
imperilled country forty years ago, requires not only a good cook but 
requires plenty of cooking utensils to abundantly prepare the food 
which now, in their sick and aJmsot helpless condition, they demand. 

When this Home was established, it was intended that it should, in 
so far as the people of the State of Idaho were capable, be a home, 
where these battle scarred veterans of the greatest war of all times 
should be in full and happy enjoyment of all comforts and blessings 
of a grateful and admiring people. 

The Home is now filled to its full capacity, and as time rolls on 
the applications will increase largely and rapidly. 

It has been thought the better part of wisdom that a building be 
constructed for the use of the Commandant and Matron. 

Your committee recommend the building and furnishing of a house 
at about $2,500. This would throw open to the Home about four large 
rooms, 

NECESSARY IMPROVEMENTS. 

The present well is only down about ten feet, and the water taken 
from it, for drinking purposes, is nothing more than surface water 
liable ta constant contamination from the seepage of the neighboring 
eesspoals, barns, and other unhealthful conditions; besides the pump- 
ing arrangements are worn out. A new well should be bored to at least 
fifty feet, or until the gravel bed is reached, insuring pure water. 

There should also be a galvanized iron tower and redwood tank, with 
a capacity of not less than 4,000 gallons of water of sufficient height to 
Serve as a fire protection. 

CELLARS UNDER MAIN BUILDING AND HOSPITAL. 

There is some doubt in our minds whether or not the cellars should 
be filled in, and the furnaces be built on the surface, or the cellars be 
cemented to keep out the water. 

DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. 

The Home unquestionably requires an improved sewerage and drain- 
age, but as this requires skilled knowledge, the committee deems it best 
for the State to secure the State Engineer to make an exhaustive ex- 
amination of the question. 

It might be advisable for the Legislature to make State appropria- 
tions with a proviso that only the necessary amount be expended, the 
bills to be audited in the same manner provided by law. 

We recommend the following salaries be raised, to wit: 

The Superintendent’s salary, which is now $66 per month, be raised 
to $80 per month; the Matron’s salary, which is now 324 per month, be 
raised to 340 per month, and the Cook’s salary, which is now $50 per 
month, be raised to $60 per month. 

Wre therefore recommend that an appropriation be made as follows: 

For salaries and maintenance of the Home an aggregate of 320,000 
for the years 1903 and 1904. 

For improvements of the Home, furnishing, building, ete., be $8,000, 
making a grand total of $28,000 for the years 1903 and 1904. 

In the last session of the Legislature there was some $4,500 appropri- 
ated for putting in water for the use of the Soldiers’ “Home, but this 
was not done, therefore, the amount of money was not used.

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First: That the basement or engine room floor should be cemented, 
the coal bin removed to a more convenient place to be close to the 
boiler, that a number of supports be put under the floors, said sup- 
ports to be placed on a foundation of concrete. Probably twenty of 
these supports will be necessary in order to make the floors solid, 

Second. The outside walls are cracked by reason of the settling 
ofthe building and should be cemented. The roof needs repairing 
and painting and new gutter to protect the walls from the moisture. 

Third. The inside wall and ceilings throughout the entire building 
need kKalsomining and cleaning and the wood work needs revar- 
nishing. 

Fourth. The plumbing throughout the building will have to be re- 
newed, the same having already been condemned by the city in- 
spector. Estimates which your committee have had from various 
firms of the city place the amount necessary for such repairs at from 
$9,000.00 to $12,000, and we recommend that an appropriation of $10,- 
000.00 be made for the work.

MESSAGE FROM GOVERNOR. 
State of Idaho, Executive Office, Boise, Idaho, February 25, 1903. 
To the Members of the Legislature: The measure now pending be- 
fore the Legislature, known as Senate Bill no. 79, by Allen, is of such 
general importance to the people of Idaha that I beg to present a brief 
statement in its support. 
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The Senator has presented you with a printed argument in favor of 
his bill, which calls attention to the law and the practice inrelation to 
public funds under the control of the Treasurer. The argument, in 
the main, has my unqualified approval as one which presents both a 
statement of the law and a history ofits violation. The argument, or 
statement, applies to county funds as well as State funds, and 
there is the same need of legislative attention to the one’ as to the 
other. The bill, however, embraces the State funds only. ‘This 
limitation is a mark of timidity, yet it discloses a virtue. In the face 
of the opposition and a strong lobby the friends of the measure have 
thought it better to save something for the people rather than to lose 
all, It remains to be demonstrated whether or not special pleaders in 
the lobby will overcome every interest of the people involved in 
the safety of the public funds. 

It is said by the opponents of the measure that the Treasurer was 
elected to have and enjoy the emoluments of his office. Granted, but 
will any one admit that such emoluments are the product of a 
felony, to the evidence of which the sworn officers of the State, in- 
eluding the members of the Legislature, must wink? ‘Those who 
oppose the measure on the ground indicated answer in the affirma- 
tive, 

The bill is not an attack upon the Treasurer, nor does it seek the 
advancement of any private or selfish interests. 

Any such purpose is unworthy and if “cunningly concealed” in the 
pill, as charged, ought to be brought to light by legitimate argu- 
ment and specific statement and not rendered more obscure by 
the verbiage of insincere pleading. 

The bill does not and is not intended to provide for the loaning 
of the public funds. It provides for absolute security for their safe- 
keeping while on call subject to the custody of the Treasurer and 
pending their investment and disbursement by the State. In ad- 
dition, any pereentage of increase by way of interest on daily 
balances goes to ‘and belongs to the State and not to the Treasurer. 

In no way does it interfere with the permanent investment or 
loaning of the State money as permitted by the Constitution and 
the laws. The money is always subjectto call for such investment. 

It is said the security provided is not good -and the State will lose 
If any better safeguards than those indicated in the bill can be 
provided let the motion be made anã I plead for its support. Se- 
curity for the keeping of the funds is a strong feature of the bill and 
if any one can suggest better, let him step to the front. Contrast 
the proposed system with the one in operation and which the lobby 
seeks to perpetuate andthen answer which provides the greater 
safety? Over $700,000 of State money is supposed to bein the custody 
of the Treasurer today. Is it? No. It is is scattered throughout 
the country in violation of law, absolutely without any security to the 
State, save only the personal integrity and responsibility of the Treas- 
urer himself. True, he has given a $65,000 bond to the State, This 
bond, ‘ however, as security, in view of the known violation of the 
Jaw, at which the State winks, is so much waste paper. If good, yet 
. in amount it is grossly inadequate. 

The people of the State demand: First, that the money of the State 
always on call shall be absolutely safe, and second, that its earning 
capacity, if any, shall redound to the benefit of the State and not 
to the Treasurer. 

The bill in question Is Intended to achieve these two ends. It is 
practically a duplicate in form and idea of a bill pending in Congress 
for the deposit of national funds. 

It has not been submitted without careful and thoughtful advice 
of leaders of the bar as to its standing in law and under the Consti- 
tution. By those who are qualified to say, it is regarded as practical. 

It is in the interest of all the people and in my judgment that jin- 
terest is paramount to the interest so vehemently urged by the lobby. 
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The State Treasurer is a worthy and highly qualified officer, and 
should have remuneration commensurate with the responsibility and 
importance of his office. Before the argument that the bill in ques- 
tion will work a hardship to him has any potency it must be shown 
that it denies him any lawful emolument. Moreover, when the 
argument is considered, it is pertinent to inquire what other emol- 
ument he has and is receiving. 

Without seeking or disclosing that other emolument, the fact 
that another emolument is possible or is thought expedient under 
the system in operation is sufficient to condemn the system as 
vicious. 

I earnestly ask your carefnl and candid consideration of S. B. No. 
79 In my judgment it is a most important measure.

Section 1. Your memorialists, the Legislature of the State of Idaho, 
respectfully urge upon Congress the necessity for liberal legislation in 
aid of the creation of a navy commensurate with the needs of our 
great country. While this is an inland State, nevertheless our people 
are patriotic enough to desire the general welfare of the country as a 
whole, and we, your memorialists, believe that such general wifare 
can. be best promoted .and brought about by the enlargement of our 
navy sufficient to meet the demands and wants of the country. 
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The vastness of our country as a whole, and its enormous resources,

MESSAGE FROM GOVERNOR. 
State of Idaho, Executive Office, Boise, Idaho, March 6, 1903. 

To the Housé of Representatives: Herewith I return House Bill No. 
36, by Werner, without ny approval. There are two technical objections 
to this bill. 

First. An appropriation is authorized to reimburse some one des- 
ignated by the prongun “him” and this pronoun is frequently repeated. 
Nowhere in the body of the Bill is the name of the perso to whom the 
pronoun refers disclosed. By inference only it may be concluded to be 
the name mentioned in the title. 

Second. An aggregate sum is appropriated to reimburse “him’’ for 
different items of an alleged claim but the amount marshaled to each 
item is not stated. This in effect denies to the Executive the right to 
veto any item without vetoing all. This is an evasion of the spirit and 
intent of Section 11, Article 4, of the Constitution. 

In general, the inaccurate use of words in the bill renders it ambig- 
uouyg and uncertain. The officer directed to act under it would be in 
doubt as to the intent and as to his-own protection.
